- The following bye - laws for the regulation of 
collection and recovery of tax on trades, professions and callings in the Shillong 
Cantonment, made by the Cantonment Board, Shillong , in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub - section ( 3 ) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments 
Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , are hereby published for general intormation , the same 
having been previously published and having been approved and confirmed by 
the Central Government as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said 
Act, namely : 


BYE -LAWS FOR THE REGULATION OF COLLECTION AND RECOVERY OF 

TAX ON TRADES , PROFESSIONS AND CALLINGS IN THE SHILLONG 
CANTONMENT, 


1 On or before the 1st April of each year, the Cantonment Board shall ( ause 
to be prepared in the form A appended to these bye - laws a list of persons liable 
to pay the Tax . 


2 . When the list has been prepared , the Board shall give public notice thereof 
and any person shall be at liberty to frispect it and to make extracts therefrom 
free of charge. 
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3 . Any objection to an entry in the aforesaid list shall be made in writing 
to the Executive Oncer within 15 days of the publication of the notice under 
bye - laws 2 , stating the grounds on which the objection is based and supported 
by documentary vidence , if any . 

4 . The Cantonment Board shall consider and dispose of the objections and 
Cause any amendment necessary to be made to the list, and a public notice to the 
effect that the list has been duly settled shall be published . This list shall be in 
lorcę upto the 34t March of thc year next following and shall be conclusive 
evidence of the liability or extent of liability of persons to pay the tax . 

5 . Soon after the publication of notice under bye - law 4 , the Executive Officer 
shall causc to be presented a bill for the tax to each person included in the afore 
said list in the manner laid down in section 254 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 , 

6 . The bills issued under these bye- laws shall be paid at the office of the 
Cantonment Board within 30 days of the presentation thereof . 

7 . The Board may at any subsequent time for due and sufficient cause amend 
the list and bye - laws 2 , 3 and 4 shall apply in respect or such amendment as they 
apply in respect of the original list, 


8 . Every person commencing or ceasing to carry on a tradę, profession or calling 
in the Cantonment shall within 15 days of sc commencing or ceasing give intima 
tion of the fact to the Executive Officer . Every person liable to the tax who 
changes the designation of his firm or the nature of his trade, profession of calling 
or the place of business shall likewise give intimation to the Executive Officer 
within 15 days of such change, 


9 . The Cantonment Board shall alsu cause to be prepared in Form B appended 
to these bye - laws, a demand and collection register in which the names of all 
persons liabie to pay the tax shall be entered , and shall cause such register to be 
corrected from time to time as may be required . 

10 . A contravention of bye-law 8 shall be punishable with fine which may be 
extended to Afty rupces .

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CANTONMENT-- WATER TAX 
S . R . O . 276 , dated 8th Seo , 1959. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Cantonmunts Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ), the Cantonment Board , Khas Yol, 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government, heruby imposes the 
following tax in the Cantonment of Khas Yol, namely : 

Water Tax at the rate of ten per cent and five per cent per annuin of the 
annual value of the buildings situated within 50 and 100 meters respectively of 
the nearest water tap provided by the Cantonment Board , payable by the occupiers 
of such buildings. 
Exemptions.-- No tax as aforesaid shall he payable in respect of 
( i) Government buildings in the occupation of persons subject to the Army 

Act, 1950 ; 
(ii) Government buildings having water connection otherwise than through 

the Cantonment Board ; 
( iii ) buildings owned or occupicd by the Cantonment Board for a public 

purpose ; and 
( iv ) buildings wholly and exclusively occupied for x religious or charitable 

purpose and yielding no income by way of rent, 


Esplanation . The distance of 50 and 100 meters will be measured by the 
shortest public way or the way actually adopted whichever is less , between the 
water tap and the building or the compound limit where a building has a 
compound ,
